Want Power to Name the 
Committees. 


Washington, January 19.—Champ 
Clark, of Missouri, chosen speaker of 
the next house of representatives, and 
gtven a rousing ovation on mention 
of his name for the presidency; ways 
and means committee, previously 
agreed upon, chosen to name the 
standing. committees and frame tariff 
legislation for early action of the next 
congress; a New York member read 
out of the party, a barrel of resolu- 
tions and a host of speakers—these 
were features of tonight’s caucus of 
democratic members of the coming 
house. 

There were only eight absentees 
among the old and new democrats of 
the sixty-second congress. 

Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, long 
the lieutenant of Mr. Clark, heads the 
new ways and means committee. 

Speaker Won’t Name Committees. 

The caucus developed considerable 
difference of views as to the method 
of selecting committees, but when the 
time came for voting alignment, va- 
rious resolutions were voted down, the 
Fitzgerald resolution to leave the 
committees to the speaker’s selection 
being beaten, 29 to 166, and the Fos- 
ter resolution placing that power in 
the ways and means committee carry- 
ing by 166 to 7. 

Messrs. Adamson, of Georgia and 
Sulzer, of New York; ranking members, 
respecttively, of the interstate com- 
merce and military affairs committee 
of he present congress, were among 
those who protested against stripping 
the speaker of the power of selecting 
committees. 

About 210 democrats were present. 
Mr. Hay. of Virginia, presided, and 
Mr. Ashbrook, of Ohio, was _ secre- 
tary. 

Francis Burton Harrison, of New 
York, called the attention of the cau- 
cus to the fact that the name of The- 
ron Akin, representative-elect from 
New York, had been called twice in 
the opening roll. Mr. Harrison an- 
nounced that he had information that 
Akin had declared that he would not 
enter the caucus tonight, and that 
Akin had said he would vote with the 
republicans. 

Mr.. Harrison then asked that Mr. 
Akin’s name be stricken from ,the roll 
of democrats. 

Clayton Addresses Caucus. 

Mr. Clayton, who is the 
chairman of the democratic caucus, 
gave up the chair to Mr. Hay, of Vir- 
ginia, and made a speech. He said: 

“It has been suggested that the first 
important duty which will confront 
us in the next house of representa- 
tives will be the consideration and 
passage of tariff legislation—demo- 
cratic legislation—not measures pre- 
pared by the beneficiaries of protec- 
tionism or formulated according to the 
dictation of selfish and special inter- 
ests, but such legislation as will show 
a proper regard for the taxpayers and 
consumers who bear the burdens of 
the government. 

“Let me adjure you to learn a les- 
son of profit from the mistakes made 
by our opponents. They passed an in- 
defensible tariff measure and have re- 
fused to revise it downward, as they 
had promised. We have promised to 
reform the tariff by lowering it toa 
revenue basis. We must and will en- 
deavor to keep that promise. Let us 
deciare as democrats and i forever 
maintain that the government has no 
right to exact even so much as one 
dollar from the citizen under the guise 
of a tariff law except for the support 
of the government.” 

Champ Clark Nominated. 

Mr. Lioyd, of Missouri, chairman of 
the democratic congressional commit- 
tee, then placed Champ Clark in nom- 
ination for speaker.

Building Planned. 


Ten-Story Building Will Be 
Erected on the Southeast 
Corner of Whitehall and 
Mitchell Streets--- Big Hotel 
Comes Next.

Judge J. N. Bateman is e2utnority 
for the statement that this improve- 
ment will be made, and if pending 
negotiations go through without a 
nitch, as is now indicated, a ninety- 
nine-year lease upon the property will 
soon. be signed and the work of erect- 
ing the building begun. 

The lot is 69 feet on Whitehall by 75 
feet-on Mitchell street. It is proposed 
to erect a ten-story steel and concrete 
or stone structure, with nineteen 
rooms to each floor, while the ground 
floor will be taken up with stores— 
three on the Whitehall street front 
and four on the Mitchell street side. 

This improvement, Judge Bateman 
States, will be put through by him- 
self, Herman Benjamin and their as- 
sociates, who are now working as rap- 
idly as possible to that end. 

Hotel on Mitchell, 

And not only that, but— 

It is stated on good authority that 
one of the finest hotels in the city 
is soon to be erected on Mitchell street, 
facing Broad, 

This it is stated, is to be built by 
James E. Hickey, a well-known hotel 
man, who formerly had the Kimball 
house, in this city, and is now located 
in Montgomery, Ala. 

Mr. Hickey owns the property on 
Mitchell street, facing Broad, between 
Bass’ store and the little alley, and 
with a frontage of something like 90 
feet. 

It is stated that at the expiration of 
the present lease on the building with- 
in a few months, Mr. Hickey proposes 
to erect on this property one of the 
handsomest and best-appointed hotels 
in this section, 

These are only two of the big im- 
provements which are in prospect on 
the south side, but they are well 
worth while. There are others in view, 
not yet ripe for discussion, it is stated, 
which will likewise make Atlantans 
take notice.

ORTON WAS A VICTIM 


UF AUTO-INTOXICATION 


He Was Warned Just Before | 


Christmas That His Health 
Was Not Good---Morton, 
However, Thought He Was 
in No Danger---Was in Col. 
Roosevelt’s Cabinet. 


—— 


New York, January 19. — Paul 
Morton, president of the Equitable, 
Life Assurance Society, and secretary 
of the navy under Theodore Roose- 
velit, died of cerebral hemorrhage in 
the Hotel Seymour here tonight. 

Mr. Morton was 58 years old. 

His wife and his elder brother, Joy, 
were summoned to his side, but he wae 
dead at 6:45 o’clock, a few minutes 
before they arrived, and an hour after 
he was stricken. His close friend, B. J. 
Sly fee: arrived a few moments earl- 
ier, perhaps 10 minutes, before he 
breathed his last, but he was uncon- 
scious from the moment of the stroke 
and neither recognized those about 
him nor spoke.” 

The coroner’s office is satisfied that 
the death resulted from natural causes 
and there will be no autopsy. 

Morton Ignorant of Danger. 

Mr. Morton himself had no idea that 
his life was in danger, but his family, 
his physicians and a few close friends 
knew that his condition was precari- 
ous, and that if he did not take care of 
himself, grave results would follow. 

Joy Morton gave a full accoynt. of 
his brother’s ill health and sudden 
death. He said that after he and Pau] 
took luncheon together 
parted, the latter declaring that he 
would see his brother at home at 6 
o'clock. Joy Morton called at his 
brother’s office, thinking that . both 
Would go home together, but Paul had 
gone. Joy went on home, where he 
and Mrs. Mortom took tea together. 

“She knew that Paul had promised 
me to be home at 6 or before,” said 
Joy, and as it grew late, she returned 
to me and said: ‘Joy, isn’t it odd that 
Paul's late? He's always so punctual.’ 
The words were hardly out of her 


mouth before the telephone rang, and 
the butler brought bad news. 


Wife Hears Bad News. 


“"Mrs. Morton,’ he said, “the 
mour Hotel reports that Mr. 
has just fainted.’ ’ 

“We jumped into an automobile and 
were there in a jiffy. Mrs. Edward 
Berwynd was there before us. They 
had telephoned to the Metropolitan 
Club, to Paul’s office and to others of 
his friends. 

“He was on the fifth floor, where 
he had an appointment with a lawyer 
whose name I’m not sure of. They 
told us that he had fainted in the 
hallway on his way to his friend's 
room and that they carried him into 
a vacant apartment.” 

Joy Morton sai’ that his brother 
Paul was examined about December 
1, last, for a policy in the Equitable, 
but that he was rejected. 

“That, of course, was a shock,” said 
Mr. Morton, “but Paul never dreasmed 
how serious was his case. It alarmed 
the family, however, and we had him 
come on to Chicago to be examined 
by Dr. Frank Billings. That I think 
was about December 6. Paul laughed 
at us. ‘They're only trying to scare 
me,’ I remember he said. 


“Morton Had “Auto-Intoxication.” 


“Of course Dr. Billings did not tell 
Paul all he found, but he did tell me. 
‘Your brother’s blood pressure is too 
high,’ he said, ‘he has auto-intoxica- 
tion’ and then’ he explained that auto- 
intoxication is a condition in which 
the body does not rid itself of the 
toxins it secretes and so poisons it- 
self. In addition, he diagnosed cere- 
bral thrombosis. My father died of 
precisely similar conditions on April 
27, 1902. 

“Then I came on to New York to 
find out*what they thought here. Dr. 
Isaac Adler, the family physician, told 
me that Paul was suffering from a 
kidney and arterial condition indicat- 
ing Bright's disease. Dr. Wells told 
me that he had rejected Paul because 
his tests showed traces of albumen. 
‘Your brother,’ he sald, ‘is feeling the 
effects of what we call an unbalanced 
ration.’ If I tell. you a little about 
Paul’s habits that phrase will explain 
itself. He was a very temperate man. 
He ate sparingly, drank and smoked 
not at all. For breakfast he would 
eat some times a grapefruit, nothing 
more. For luncheon he would some- 
times eat a sliced orange and nibble 
at sweets. 


His Diet Unbalanced. 


“You see his diet was unbalanced 
and his blood lacked some of the ele- 
ments of strength a man that did his 
work deeded. Dr. Wells said that he 
would Have to take the greatest care 
of himself and that he ought to cut 
down on work. 

“It was his first illness, and he 
refused to call himself sick, but we 
persuaded him to take a vacation as a 
theoretical invalid. He would have 
gailed for Europe on February 22.” 

In the ante-room of the Hotel Sey- 
mour, while Mr. Morton was talking, 
stood Thomas Fortune Ryan, E. J. 
Berwynd and Theodore Shonts, all of 
whom had been summoned by tele- 
phone. Mr. and Mrs. J. Hopkins Smith, 
Jr., a daughter and son-in-law, had 
joined Mrs. Morton. 

The body was removed to the house 
tonight, but no announcement of fu- 
neral arrangements was given out. 


Sketch of Morton. 


Paul Morton was born in Detroit 
May 22. 1857. Most of his early life 
was spent at Arbor Lodge, Nebraska 
City, the home of his father, J. Sterl- 
ing Morton, secretary of agriculture 
in President Cleveland’s cabinet. 

In 1872 Mr. Morton entered the

WOODWARD CETS 
COLDFROM CLAY 


$9,078 Decision Render- 
ed in His Favor. 


The wizard, Edison. recently an- 
nounced that there was a. world of 
gold in the common clay of the coun- 
try, and that there would soon be 
found a cheap process by which the 
gold could be extracted from the clay 
at a great profit. 

This is not exactly the way that 
Colonel Park Woodward got nearly 
$10,000 out of Georgia clay, according 
to a decision rendered by Auditor C. 
L. Pettigrew on Wednesday afternoon, 
but Colonel Woodward now has the 
money in sight, and according to the 
facts in the case, the money will come 
from clay bricks and not gold bricks. 

Auditor Pettigrew rendered a deci- 
sion in the case of Park Woodward, 
trustee, against the Palmer Brick 
Company, of which James W. English 
is the principal owner, to reoover an 
amount of money for the use Of & 
clay bed which ‘was leased to the 
brick company. It was claimed by the 
plaintiff that the company owed ex-~- 
tra money because of it having taken 
an excess of clay over and above the 


contract. 

The suit was filed in the superior 
court of Fulton county in July, 1909, 
and was referred bg Judge Bell to Au- 
ditor Pettigrew. Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman and Howell Cc. Er- 
win represented the plaintiff, and the 
defendant was represented by Senator 
Joseph M. Terrell, Madison Bell ana 
Mark Bolding. The evidence in the 
cage covered over two hundred type- 
written pages, and the decision of the 
auditor covered thirty-three pages. 

The amount awarded Park Wood- 
ward was $9,078, which included inter- 
est up to date. The defendant wil) 
probably take an appeal.

To throw proper restrictions around 
the social or locker clubs, and to pre- 
vent the establishment of such places 
when it appears they are to be run as 
“a cloak or gubterfuge for the sale of 
council yesterday after- 
noon passed an ordinance introduced 
by Councilman Humphrey.

Councilmen Johnston and” 
Chambers Make Vigorous but 
Losing Fight 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN 
CONCUR WITH COUNCIL 


For This Year, at Least, the 
Battle Is Over, and Teachers 
Will Get $22,000 Increase 
Instead of the $66,000 Ask- 
ed-- Resolution to Increase 
the Pay Next Year Also 
Meets Defeat. 


The public school teachers have lost 
out. 

The city council yesterday afternoon 
adopted the apportionment sheet for 
January without a change, and imme- 
diately after council adjourned the al- 
dermanic board concurred in the ace 
tion. 

This was not done until after and 
other stubborn fight was made by 
Councilmen Steve Johnston and Aldine 
Chambers. 

When the last vote was taken by 
the councilmen the vote was unanie 
mous. Councilmen Johnston, Cham- 
bers, Stoy and Minor explaining that 
they fought for all they were worth 
and that to longer hold up the sheet 
might act to the injury of other city 
employees who had to be paid their 
Salaries at once. 

Fight for Teachers Starts. 

The matter came up when the finance 
committee made an adverse report on 
the resolution by Councilman Johnston, 
asking for $66,000 for an increase of 
the teachePs’ salaries. The apportion- 
ment sheet had not then been recon- 
sidered. Councilman Chambers offered 
an amendment making the amount of 
$22,000, recommended by the commit- 
tee, $44,000, and he said that the addi- 
tional amount could be secured from 
uncollected money due for street pav- 
ing and sewers. 

Alderman Grant opposed the amend- 
ment, saying that the apportionment 
sheet had already been padded far be- 
yond any precedent. 

‘T ask you gentlemen who have 
made such a fight for the teachers,” 
sald Alderman Grant, “to now yield, 
for you are whipped and we have the 
votes against you.” 

Councilman Harrison, who had voted 
with the six who had held out for the 
whole tncrease‘asked for by the teach- 
ers, said he had changed his mind, aft- 
er hearing al! the facts. He went fur- 
ther and said that it made him sick to 
see some city officials going about 
asking for more pay when they were 
paid much more than they were worth. 

Majority Against Him. ‘ 

Councilman Johnston said he knew 
the majority was against him, and 
would not listen to reason. 

Councilman Chambers said if there 
were any inefficient city officials he 
would like to know who they were, for 
he would vote to fire them. 

"If there are any inefficient teach- 
ers,” he said, “it is because the city 
does not pay enough to get good teach- 
ers.” 

He said that it was unjust and une 
fair to criticise the teachers because 
they had attended the meeting, of. coun- 
cil and had met to take action looking 
to their mutual benefit. 

The amendment of Mr. Chambers was 
lost, only he and. Councilmen Stoy, Mi- 
nor and Johnston voting for it. 

Councilman Evins, to get the whole 
matter in the proper shape before coun- 
cil, moved to reconsider the action of 
council in adopting the apportionment 
sheet. This motion was adopted. 

Councilman Chambers offered an 
amendment to the sheet which appro- 
priated an additional $27,000 to the pay 
of teachers. This was lost. 

He offered another amendment te 
make an increase in the pay of teach- 
ers to take effect next year, and thia, 
too, was lost. On this amendment 


Councilmen Sisson, Dent, Johnston, 
Minor, Stoy and Chambers voted for it. 
The apportionment sheet was then 
unanimously adopted. 
So the fight for this year is over, and 
the teachers will get $22,000 and not 
$66,000 for an increase in their salaries.

COL. WM.SCRUCES 
KILLED BY TRAIN 


Widely Known Citizen 


of Northeast Georgia. 


Col. Scruggs Was Run Down 
by Tallulah Falls Train While 
Returning From Meeting of 
Confederate Veterans--A Man 
Universally Popular. 


Clayton, Ga., January 19.—William 
C. Scruggs, a prominent and well-to-do | 
farmer of this county, was struck and 
instantly killed by the pilot of an en- 
gine on the Tallulah Falls railway, ' 
just north of Clayton, this evening. 

Hie had been attending a meeting of 
the local camp of confederate veterans 
here today when the accident occurred. 

Scruggs, who lives near Rabun Gay, 
and a companion, were on their wuay 
home walking up the track. When, 
nearing a cut, their attention was at- 
tracted by the southbound passenger 
train rounding the stiff curve near 
them. Scruggs’ companion stepped off 
the track In time to avoid the train, 
and looked back only to see Scruggs 
Struck as he had nearly reached a 
point of safety. 

The train was stopped, but he was 
out of need of assistance before aid | 
reached him, from the fracture in his; 
Skull. It is supposed that he was hit | 
by one of the large bolts that fastens | 
the pilot to the engine. | 

Mr. Scruggs came of a prominent 
family, and had numerous friends over 
the county and state. 

He was the first man to join the 
confederate army from Rabun, enlist- 
ing in the early part of 1861. 

He fought under Lee, and was with 
the army constantly to the time of 
surrender, He was often identified 
with local public affairs, and had 
served as representative from this 
county in the state legislature and. 
was at one time senator of his digrict. 

He was a noted character in nurth- 
east Georgia, possessing a remarkably 
strong mind and was very popular.

Editor Constitution: While thereis 
more or less agitation of the question 
of reducing the size of our municipal 
administrative boards, it has occurred 
to me that it is well for the taxpay- 
ers of Atlanta to now likewise seri- 
ously consider the question of govern- 
ment by a commission. 

As a city we have long since passed 
the experimental stage, and having 
emerged from a state of adolescence 
into a state of maturity, we are 
charged with all of the responsibili- 
ties incident thereto. To properly 
discharge the great burden of civic 
responsibility now resting upon us, it 
is our duty to think seriously upon 
any innovations in public practice, 
which may commend themselves to us 
as progressive. Municipal government, 
so far as Atlanta is concerned, in the 
light of its past phenomenal growth, 
aad its auspicious future, must now 
necessarily be considered as a matter 
of very important business. This city 
is a large and growing corporation, 
and the administration of its affairs 
has become a serious business, and, as 
such, it should in future be stripped 
of possibilities of partisan and fac- 
tional strife, and the scrambling for 
political emolument. In the conduct 
of the business of tlhe city of Atlanta, 
the taxpayers are all interested finan- 
cially, if wot, indeed, patriotically, 
though | doubt if any city in this 
country can boast of a more patriotic 
or public-spirited citizenry. 

Therefore, it is now a

Size a Barrier. 


It @ a well-known fact. especially 
by those of us who have attended 
conventions and legislative assemblies. 
that the larger the deliberative boury, 
the less likelihood there is of an agree- 
ment upon any proposition, even under 
the majority rule. Such a thing as 
unanimous agreement is out of the 
Guestion. Debates, sometimes almost 
unending, often arise over the sim- 
plest matters of business, or minute 
points of order, and in our city coun- 
cil the body {fs often delaved in the 
transaction of important business, of 
interest to the entire city, in order 
that some member from some ward 
may proclaim the needs or rights of 
his ward to the exclusion of every 
other. We have now, including the 
mayor, the board of aldermen and the 
board of councilmen, esomething over 
thirty gentlemen charged with 
vision of the administration of the 
city’s affairs. There is no question 
but that this is too large a number to 
hope to dispatch the city’s business 
without some partisan strife. sectional] 
disputes and more or less ward poli- 
tics. 

In the world of business, the stock- 
holders of corporations elect a 
of directors to represent them in 
matters concerning the business 
the corporation, and delegate to 
board of directors power to act, 
order that the business may be 
patched by the smaller number, 
can get together easily. and 
can hope to unanimcusly agree. It is 
net only easier to thus transact the 
business of the corporation, but a line 
of action can be much more readily 
decided upon, and the business dis- 
patched for the benefit of the patrons. 
On the same 0principle, legislative 
bodies or large gatherings of any kind 
usually delegate to committees. of 
small numbers authority to consider 
detail matters, in order that they may 
sooner reach a conclusion, and recom- 
mend a course for adoption. 

Would Save Time and Expense. 

As a citizen of this most great and 
growing city, it seems to me that in 
the interest of both time and expense 
it behooves a city of the size of At- 
lanta to elect a non-partisan and non- 
sectional commission, charged with the

lines; to make improvements and add 
betterments .wherever and whenever 
needed, without having to fight the op- 
position of nine wards to get anything 
done in one ward; and, in short, to put 
the administration of the affairs of 
the city on a strictly business basis. A 
commission of a few men, even at 
handsome salaries, would be by far 
cheaper to the taxpayers of the city 
than to maintain the present cumber- 
some system of representation and 
office-holding. All that the taxpay- 
ers want, and all that they feel that 
they should have in return for their 
money, is a fair and square adminis- 
tration of public affairs by good busi- 
ness men, who will conduct the city’s 
business with the wame zeal and care 
and caution that they would apply 
to their own, and not with an eye sin- 
gle to their present or future political 
status. : 

The commission form of government 
for municipalities Is not an untried ex- 
periment. It is now in vogue, and thus 
far has worked very satisfactorily in 
a number of the principal cities of our 
country, and it is now being seriously 
considered and contemplated by a nutn- 
ber of others. The city of Atlanta is 
one which is always reaching out for 
the newest and best, and has always 
been ready to adopt any innovation of 
practice which means greater prog- 
ress and siuhstantial upbuilding. Our 
people should, therefore, give this mat- 
ter sé@rious and thoughtful considera- 
tion, and, while discussing the ,reduc- 
tion of the size of our administrative 
boards. would it not be well to Itke- 
wise consider the advisability of a 
governing committee or commission” 
The more the citv grows in area the 
more urgent will become the necessity 
of reducing the size of the representa- 
tive or legislative and administrative 
boards. 

Fixtl of Secttonalism. 

Tt matters not how patriotic rep- 
resentative may be, he cannot avoid 
becoming to some extent at least sec- 
tional in-his views, and in many in- 
stances no doubt this tendency would 
inure to the prejudice of the natural 
rights of other sections of the city, in 
which he was not directly interested. 
In the case of a commission they would 
know no boundary lines except the 
city’s limits, and the disbursement of 
the city’s money would be satrictly in 
accordance with the ctty’s needs, just 
as the directors of a corporation, 
charged by the stockholders with the 
duty, would conduct its private affairs. 

Undoubtedly under the eyes of the 
fewer number. to whom would be dele- 
gated the responsibility of the city’s 
progress financially, as well as other- 
wise, expenses would receive more 
careful scrutiny, and disbursements 
yield value received. TI, of course, do 
not mean to intimate that the city’s 
funds are not now properly disbursed, 
or that the city is not receiving its 
money's worth in the matter of its dis- 
bursements; but what I mean is that 
the system of divided responsibllity 
renders such a condition possible, and 
it it is the svstem, and not the individ- 
ual, that needs correction. 

Now, the proposed system of govern- 
ment by commission is not a departure 
from our time-honored American prin- 
ciple of popular government. In fact, 
it brings the government nearer to the 
people; far they will eleet this commis- 
sion; it will be direetlys 
the people, and the tenure of office can 
be made to fully accord with the ex- 
pression of the popular will. If a man 
makes an undesirable, unfaithful, or 
corrupt commissioner, the-people have 
it in ther hands to remedy such a con- 
dition. There will be greater responsi- 
bility rolled upon the shoulders of the 
commissioners, whom the people will 
choose as their business managers, 
and necessarily this increased respon- 
sibility will bring about increased con- 
centration and keener attention to 
many details of policy and expenditure 
now probably not so closely scrutin- 
ized. 

In a word, a commission form of 
government will save time and money. 
In addition, it will produce harmony 
and unity of effort, and it will bind 
all the agencies, which make for the 
city’s’ progress, together in an effort 
toward the common end, the upbuild- 
ing of the entire city. It will unite 
all sections of the city to strive for the 
good of all others, that each and every 
section may share the credit of the 
growth and progress of the entire city, 
without the slightest taint of arrogance 
or prejudice.

“We have many workers in this 
state who have never dropped the old 
custom of producing by hand articles 
which are usually made by machinery. 
This gives us an advantage over states 
where the craftsmen must be taught 
both the craft and designing. In order 
to encourage the revival of handicrafts, 
we must find a market for articles pro- 
duced. The Appalachian exposition of- 
fers an opportunity for exhibition, and 
has also promised a sales room in New 
York City. 

‘We must encourage our craftsmen 
to use simple designs and quiet colors, 
until they are sufficiently advanced in 
designing to select for themselves. 
This will make it possible to sell their 
work in the gorth, where the standard 
is higher. Everyone wants money, and 
the only way to get our craftsmen to 
continue the production of superior 
hand-made articles is to find a market 
for their work. 

“The most we can hope to do this | 
year will be to locate craftsmen and 
women and tell them about our plan, 
and ask them to have one very good 
thing to send to the exposition in July, 
1911. Please send names and addresses 
of all craftsmen to me, and also specify 
kind and quality of work. 

“We hope to be able, ultimately, to 
establish a sales room, or rooms, in 
our own state, and have a directory of 
craftsmen, so that we can take orders.”

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CANDLER MAKES ANSWER 
TO TEACHERS’ CRITICISM

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marks about the teachers at a meet- 
ing of the finance committee behind 
closed doors using caustic language. 

His explanation of the finance sheet 
was very clear and lucid, and threw 
considerable light on the city’s 
finances. 

Mayor Pro Tem.’s Remarks. 

His remarks, which will be read with 

no little interest, follows: 


“Gentlemen of the: General Councll: 
I am now entering upon the third year 
of my service to the city in this body, 
and up to this time I do not recall 
that I have ever trespassed upon your 
time to make any explanation of any 
acts or conduct of mine connected 
with this service. 

“I only do so now becaude I feel 
that personally I have been misrepre- 
sented, and that my position. on the 
question of an increase of the sala- 
ries of the teachers, by reason of this 
misrepresentation, has been entirely 
misunderstood. How any speech or 
Suggestion made by a member of a 
committee sitting in executive session 
can honorably get out, 1 cannot under- 
stand. Whether such is obtained by 
listening at a Keyhole or looking over 
@ transom, or whether it is obtained 
by the more modern method of the 
sweating process, [ think that in 
either event the reliability of such 
Statements may be fairly stated as, in 
@ measure, of doubtful character. 

Call Teachers as Witnesses. 

“What I shall now say will not be 
Subject to misrepresentatien, but will 
be said in the open, with the ready 
and full assumption of full personal 
responsibility, here or anywhere else. 
It would be manifestly improper for 
me to make any statement of what I 
said in committee, or to report any 
Statement or speech of mine, even 
though it were not prohibited by par- 
llamentary rules. But if I am to be 
called upon to explain or retract a 
gtatement of so doubtful an origin, 
I am in position to fully do so, and 
in doing so will be careful] not call a 
witness other than the teachers them- 
selves or their friends. 

“It would appear that tosay thatthe 
teachers have formed a union is dis- 
tasteful to some of them. What is 
an association of employees? One of 
the principal reasons for such being 
to secure better pay for its members 


: from the employer. One whioh applies 

its funds to the paying of experts for 
(‘examination of the employers’ books 
and accounts to ascertain if such em- 
‘ployer has not somewhere concealed 
or hid away a few dollars for a rainy 
day, which funds could, by such em- 
ployer, be used to increase the pay 
of the employees. No union of labor, 
So far as I have ever heard of, has 
gone so far. 


Ask Help of Unions. 


“Is the term offensive because it is 
a term which has been usually taken 
by the organizations of labor them- 
selves? This cannot be so, for in the 
very meeting which was called to pro- 
test against this action and to inet- 
dentally condemn me, this same agsso- 
Clation resolved to appoint a commit- 
tee ‘of three to meet with the Federa- 
tion of Trades to discuss such ques- 
tions as may be to our mutual inter- 
est.’ It would seem that my informa- 
tion ag to the nature and character 
of this association was not serious'y 
in error. I fail to see any just cause 
of offense in the word; I believe in a 
‘union,’ whether it be of teachers or 
laborers, if the purpose of the union 
is a good one, and if it Is pursued in 
a proper manner. 

‘The friends of this association 
or union, of teachers, have not hesi- 
tated to publish in the newspapers of 
the city and in the committee rooms 
and in public, the existence of another 
element entering at times into union- 
ism. We have been freely and persist- 
ently threatened with a strike on the 
part of the teachers composing this 
union or association if their ‘demands 
for increased pay’ were not met by the 
city. If the files of the press of the 
city for the last week are examined the 
authors of these quotations will be as- 
certained, and if further authority is 
wished it could doubtless be ob- 
tained by a fuller publication of the 
discussions of a much criticised com- 
mittee of the general council and 
etna | in a meeting of certain mem- 
bers of this association or union, as 
one may prefer to designate it. 


About Incompetency. 


“Tf authority is wanted to show that 
among the members of this association 
or union there is to be found much of 
incompetency and inefficiency, I re- 
fer to almost every appeal that has 
been made to you or to your commit- 
tees for an increase of pay for these 
teachers since I have been a member 
of this body. The superintendent of 
schocis has on mcre than one occasion 
stated to your committee and to your 
board that it was impossible to get 
competent or efficient teachers In suf- 
ficient numbers to fill the needed 
places; that many who had failed on 
first examinations had been given sec- 
ond, and even in a few instances, third 
ones, that they might pass. 

“Within the last ten days the official 
statement has been made in the hear- 
ing of gentlemen who are present, as 
well as to others, that it was neces- 
sary, under present conditions, in order 
to get sufficient teachers in numbers, 
to employ many who were not efficient 
and who would not be retained in thefr 
present positions if it, were possible to 
get competent teachers to take their 
places. 

There is scarcely a principal of one 
of our public grammar gchools, if I 
have been correctly informed. who 
could not be truthfully quoted as hav- 
ing at different times stated that her 
school had been hurt by giving her 
inefficient and incompetent teachers. 
Some have complained to the board of 
education for giving them ‘fresh, friv- 
olous girls just out of the schools 
| themselves,’ and who had neither age, 
experience nor capacity to teach the 
number of children assigned to them. 
Not one of these statements or charges 
are mine: not only have TI been official- 
ly informed of these facts time and 
time again, but practically every one 
of you has been similarly informed. 
And upon every occasion when TI have 
been called upon, by resolution or 
otherwise, to try to remedy these con- 


dition by my voice and vote, I have 
done so. 
Have Worked for Raises. 

“IT am On record here, and I appeal 
to the chairman of the committee on 
echools to bear witness to this fact, 
that upon each occasion when the 
question of a raise in pay of the 
teachers has been before the council, 
if I have not worked with him and

under his direction, to get these raises, 
and under s lead and earnést work, 
the pay of the teachers has been in- 
cr since I entered this council, 
from a minimum of $400 per year to a 
minimum of more than $550 per year 
if you adopt the recommendation made 
in the apportionment sheet prepared 
for you by your finance committee 
and under this apportionment sheet 
there will be only about 85 as a maxi- 
mum of teachers, who will get iess 
than $600 for their forty weeks’ work, 
and my information is that more than 
half of this number live with their 
parents at home—this information 
being furnished by various officials 
connected with our schools, at various 
times, that they were not able to get 
competent and efficient teachers be- 
cause of the low salaries attached to 
them. When these officials and my- 
self and others have publicly repeated 
these statements, urging you to in- 
crease the pey as far as it was in your 
power and ability to do s0, we have 
been applauded, but when I am not 
accurately quoted in a private meeting 
where it was not supposed that any- 
thing said there would be used to the 
mortification of any teacher nor to the 
hurt of amy mran, I have been damned. 

‘When urging needed increases that 
I thought the city could make, and 
which I though should be made, these 
facts were publicly proclaime they 
went unchallenged; but when have 
voted for and eed to an increase of 
pay to the full limk, which, as a eworn 
official of the city, I believe the city 
can meet at this time, I am informed 
that I have been misinformed. 


Firemen and Policemen. 


"tT have said plainly in disoussing 
the various questions involved in the 
question of teachers’ pay, when I had 
been directly charged with inconsist- 
ency in not urging a larger increase 
than the city had funds to meet, that 
l had voted for an increase of pay to 
some of the firemen and policemen, | 
thought that men on the police force, 
who worked twelve hours per. day 
ought to get $5 per month more than 
men on the same force who worked 
eight hours per day. I thought that 
where the city proposed to start a po- 
liceman or fireman in at $60 _ per 
month, that with each years additiona) 
service he ought to get $5 per month 
additional pay until he reached 4 maxi- 
mum of $85 per month. To reach this 
maximum would require five years, and 
Il believe this plan would add to the 
efficiency of both police and fire de- 
partments and would cost little more 
in the long run than under the pian 
at that time in force, which was $76 
per month, eae ne gg to effi- 
ciency or length of service. 

“In this connection I have said that 
these firemen and policemen were men 
of families, each of whom has to pur- 
chase at least two uniforms per year 
out of their salaries, while of the 
teachers, who were getting, under the 
proposed saiary sheet, less than $600, 
probably one-half of them were not 
absolutely dependent on their salaries 
for even the ribbons for thelr hair. 
This statement probably was a strong 
one, but po’ gentioman who heard It, 
nor no man for whose ears it was in- 
tended, failed to understand it and to 
appreciate the spirit in which it was 
said and to know that it was spoken 
in no feeling of unkindaness to any 
teacher or official of our schools. 

“Now, so far as personal criticism 
or answers thereto are concerned, I 
am done. I regret that what was said 
in a close meeting of gentiemen who 
were trying to solve a problem, and 
to solve it right, and where whatever 
statement was made was made éear- 
nestly, and I think with truth, should 
have been used to stir up this great 
tempest, and even to furnish adver- 
tising space to a very bright and cap- 
able advertiser. I ask to trespass 
upon your time for but a few minutes 
longer and I shal} then be done with 
this matter so far as anything more 
in the way of a speech is concerned. 


Have Realized on Faith. 


‘T have carefully studied every 
phase of every request and demand 
made by every department of the city 
government for the year 1911; I be- 
lieve that the finance committee has 
set aside not only every dollar that 
is in sight for this year, but that we 
have cashed in our hopes and realized 
on our faith, and, speaking for my- 
self alone, I am satisfied that there 
is hardly one of our city departments 
that wih not be tn actua]j need for 
necessities before we see the first day 
of next November, and that additional] 
funds must be looked for to provide 
necessary additional funds for every 
one of them. 

“The statement has been made so 
often and so erroneously ang by such 
respectable authority that we have 
added to the salaries of the officers 
of every other department and have 
added nothing to the teachers gt any 
time, that I cannot leave this subject 
without one word. A greater wrong 
has not been committed against this 
council than that done by this state- 
ment. 

The appropriations for schools have 
within these years, taking 1909-1910, 
and the proposed increase for 1911, al- 
most doubled; the salaries for the 
lowest paid white teachers have been 
increased 37% per cent, and many 
more than that. Your payroll for De- 
cember, 1910, for schools was as fol- 
lows: 

For officers, such as superinjendent, 
assistant superintendent, medical di- 
rector, physical director, drawing 
teachers, etc, $2,222.23.

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IN WARD DOCTORS 


Ordinance Goes Back to 
Committee Room. 


But the Committee Which Will 
Consider System Is a New 
One--Discussion in Council 
Shows Divided Sentiment in 
Matter. 


The effort to abolish the ward doe- 
tors miscarried at the meeting of the 
general council yesterday afternoon 
and the whole matter was referred to 
another special committee, as follows: 
Councilman Chambers, chairman: 
Councilmen Hatcher and Nutting and 
Aldermen Ragsdale and Maddox. 

This is an entirely new committee 
from that which first considered the 
matter, which was as follows: Alder- 
men Kelley and Van Dyke and Coun- 
cilmen Curtis, Harrison and Greer. 

There were two reports made to coun- 
cil, one by Aldermen Kelley and Van 
Dyke, approving the ordinance abolish- 
ing the present system of ward physi- 
cians and providing for the election of 
three assistant health officers at gal- 
aries of $1,800 a year, and the other, by 
Councilmen Curtis and Greer, in the 
shape of a resolution calling for the 
improvement of the present system. 
Councilman Harrison, the fifth mem- 
ber of the committee, made a state- 
ment in which he said he believed the 
present system was all right. 

Alderman Lon Johnson offered an 
amendment making the salaries of the 
three proposed assistants to the health 
officer $1,500, instead of $1,800. This 
was accepted by Aldermen Kelley and 
Van Dyke. | 

Speeches were made for the abolish- 
ing of the present system by Alder- 
men Kelley, Van Dyke and Grant, 
while Councilmen Curtis, Greer and 
Harrison spoke for the present sys- 
tem. 

Councilman Evins moved to table 
the whole matter and it was lost by 
a vote of 14 to 18. 

Alderman Van Dyke said the ward 
doctors took charity practice as a side 
line. He said that tuberculosis was 
spreading among the negroes because 
they were not properly. treated. 

Alderman Everett caused a sensa- 
tion by making the following state- 
ment: 

“One ward doctor in this city has 
said that he had no poor patients in 
his ward and that in order to comply 
with the law and make a monthly re- 
port he padded hig list with his dead- 
beat patients.” 

After some further discussion the 
matter was referred to another spe- 
clal committee, as stated above.

This way may be found 
this year in the securing of much 
larger tax returns. A member of your 
body called my attention, as chairman 
of your tax committee, to one way: He 
called my attention to the personal tax 
returns of certain large mercantile and 
other corporations of your city, and, 
also, to certain other seworn returns to 
commercial associations, in which. there 
appeared to be a difference in some in- 
stances of several hundred thousands 
of dollars. This will be investigated 
by your tax committee, and perhaps 
your personal property returns may he 
increased. Another member of your 
body has, furnished the tax committee 
with the full assessments of every bus- 
iness block in your city, and, while he 
shows a fair return of the big build- 
ings, many of their small neighbors 
are very low. We may he able, by a 
proper use of this information, to find 
the $8,000,000 anticipated increase in 
real estate needed to meet the needed 
appropriations for 1911. When 1912 
comes to be provided for, some other 
method will have to be provided. I wil! 
vote to@ay, if opportunity is afforded, 
to submit to the voters of this city 
the proposition to raise your tax rate, 
or to provide for a special tax for sup- 
port of schools, and, if they approve it. 
will cheerfully obey their mandate 
But, in the face of their approval of 
Mayor Winn’s platform, [I cannot vote 
to appropriate what I believe cannot 
be realized under present conditions.”

Taft Accedes to the Re- 
quest of Adamson. 


Hereafter Certified List of Per- 
sons Paying Federal Tax Re- 
quired of Retail and Whole- 
sale Liquor Dealers Will Be 
Furnished the State Officials.

Washington, January 19.—(Special.) 
President Taft has acceeded to the re- 
quest of Representative Adamson and 
other representatives of dry states to 
issue an order requiring the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue to modify his 
instructions to collectorg of internal 
revenue regarding compliance with the 
act of June 21, 1906, and hereafter a 
certified list of the persons paying the 
federal tax required of retail and 
wholesale liquor dealers will be fur- 
nished state officials on written de- 
mand. 

The record must state 
persons are retailers, wholesalers, or 
manufacturers, and not simply that 
they are R. L. D.’s or W. lL. D.’s. 

Adamson Made Complaint. 

Recently Representative Adamson, of 
Georgia, on complaint of Solicitor 
George C. Palmer, of the Chattahoochee 
circuit, made complaint that the federal 
revenue collectors were not complying 
with the spirit of the act of congress 
and supplying information to state au- 
thorities for use in punishing violators 
of the state prohibition laws. 

The matter was referred to the at- 
torney general, and after an investi- 
gation into the subject, he stated his 
opinion—that the present plan was 
not a substantial compliance with the 
law, and that it was the duty of the 
commissioner to require collectors to 
furnish facts, which were admissable 
as evidence in court, and not papers 
which were meaningless. 

The long-continued use of such ini- 
tials in the internal revenue office 
does not alter the fact that the law of 
1906 is not being obeyed. That act 
requires that internal revenue collec- 
tors shall keep conspicuously posted 
a list of the persons who have paid 
special taxes, giving their name, the 
time, place and business for which 
such taxes are paid, and “upon appli- 
cation of any prosecuting officer of 
any state, county or municipality, he 
shall furnish a certified copy thereof.” 

Collector Jackson Silent. 

Henry S Jackson, collector of in- 
ternal revenue at Atlanta. was asked 
about the attorney general's ruling 
and the decision of the president be- 
fore leaving Washington today. He 
declined to discuss the matter further 
than to say his office had been fol- 
lowing out the instructions of the com- 
missioner. 

In future, under the instructions is- 
sued today, the same forms will be 
used, but the collectors must spell out 
the words not indicated by Initials.

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SMITH WILL NOT 
RUN FOR SENATE 


But Many Candidates 
Will Keep Up Interest. 


Terrell, Hardwick and Coving- 
ton Already in Field, With 
Brantley and Candler in the 
Background--Said Smith Will 
Take No Hand in Fight. 


Governor-elect Hoke Smith will not 
be a candidate for the United States 
senate, either in a primary, should one 
be called, or before the Georgia legis- 
lature at the session this summer. 

It is stated on good authority that 
the new governor, believing the people 
of the state, who have elected him to 
fill that office, desire that he should 
serve as governor, has made up his 
mind to let the senatorial toga fall 
where it will, while he devotes his time 
and attention to the discharge of the 
duties of the gubernatorial office. 

Will Keep “Hands Off.” 

It is also stated on good authority 
that the governor will play “hands 
off” in the race, which is bound to wax 
warm and furious before the general 
assembly at the coming session, and 
that he will not use his political influ- 
ence to any larg tent, if at all, in 
the election of an an for the place 
now held by Senator Terrell by ap- 
pointment of Governor Brown. 

Governor Smith has issued no state- 
ment as to his intentions regarding the 
senatorial job, but it is understood by 
those closest to him that he has finally 
made up his mind to serve out his 
term as governor, and to stay out of 
the race for the senate. 

It is also known by those closest* to 
the governor-elect that the senatorial 
bee does not buzz with its wonted vigor 
in his ear, and that he is not so strong- 
ly inclined to a term in the United 
States senate as he once was. 

Senatorial Line-Up. 

The non-participation of Governor- 
elect Smith will scarcely lessen the in- 
terest in the senatorial situation; on 
the other hand, it will, no doubt, make 
it decidedly more complex. 

There are three avowed candidates 
now in the field, with the iene that 


there will be others before the entries 
close. 

There has never been any question! 
that Senator Joseph 
be a candidate for the remainder of 
the late Senator Clay’s term. 

Both Congressman T. W. Hardwick, 
of the tenth, and Judge W. A. Coving- 
ton, of Moultrie, the well-known prohi- 
bition leader, are avowed candidates 
for the toga, and have promised to see 
it to a finish. 

Now comes Congressman W. G 
Brantley, of the eleventh, who, it is 
said on good authority, has designe on 
the place, and may be expected to get 
actively into the running. 

And, then, rumor has had it that the 
faction allied with Governor-élect 
Smith would probably put forward 
Railroad Commissioner Murphey Can- 
dler, of DeKalb, as its strongest and 
most available material in the absence 
of the candidacy of the governor-elect. 

It will be seen, therefore, that, even 
with Governor Smith eliminated, the 
situation is rich in interesting possi- 
bilities, to which it fs not altogether 
unlikely that others still may be added. 

To Devote Attention to State. 

Since. his election to the office of 
chief executive, Governor-elect Smith 
has busied himself with plans for ad- 
vancing the interests of the state along 
industrial, educational, commercial and 
other lines. From time to time he has 
fssued public statements outlining his 
views on questions of vita) interest to 
the welfare of the state. and thus out- 
lining the policy of advancement and 
development which he intends to pur- 
sue when he again assumes the reins 
of government. 

This policy of Governor 
the interest he has shown in matters 
of state which will compel his atten- 
tion when he is inaugurated governor, 
and the plans he has outlined for the 
conduct of his office when he takes the 
chair, has convinced his friends that 
he has definitely put away from him 
the idea of entering the race for the 
senate, at least until his term as gov- 
ernor is finished. 

It is understood that Governor Smith 
believes he can be of more service to 
the state at this time as governor 
than he could be as a member of the 
United States senate, and that by put- 
ting into operation the various plans 
he has under consideration for the 
advancement of the interests of the 
state he can accomplish much lasting 
good. 

Has Other Recommendations. 


Among the improvements he has al- 
redy suggested are improvements in 
the system of managing the state’s 
finances, increasing the borrowing pow- 
er of the governor to $600,000 per year, 
advancing the time for the payment of 
taxes by the railroads and other public 
service companies, and a change in the 
time of holding sessions of the general 
assembly from June to January. 

It is understood that he has other 
recommendations which he will submit 
to the consideration of the people from 
time to time, and that one of the most 
important will pertain to the develop- 
ment of rural schools and agricultural 
progress.

BEARISH TONE GIVEN 
TO THE STOCK MARKET 


By the Taking of Profits in 
the More Prominent Issues. 


‘Bonds Less Active. 


New York, January 19.—Liquidating 
for profits, particularly in the more 
Lrominent speculative issues, exercised 
a deterring influence upon the stock 
market today. The movement Was ac- 
companied by at least a partial re- 
versal of position on the part of the 
important traders, who had accumu- 
lated stocks on the recent advance, 
and the closing of accounts from that 
quarter gave rather a bearish tone to 
the day. The movement was most 
pronounced in United States Stee!, 
Reading. Norfolk and Western, Penn- 
sylvania, New York Central and 
Amalgamated Copper. After the open- 
ing, there was a passing improvement, 
particularly in coalers and western 
railroads, which placed them as 4 
whole, slightly above last 
close. As the selling movement gath- 
ered: volume, the market relaxed, 
wherever there was active trading, 
until material net losses were general, 
While the more speculative issues 
were declining, unsuccssful' efforts 
were made to advance some of the 
minor stocks. The market grew strong- 
er in the late trading and closed near 
the final figures of yesterday. 

Heaviness of United States Steel 
was associated with the publicity of 
the recent addreas of Chairman Gary, 
of the Steel Corporation, to the gath- 
ering of steel manufacturefs, wherein 
he exhorted them to maintain prevaii- 
ing prices. 

The strength of St. Paul was the 
most notable feature of the railway 
group, although no action was taken 
on the dividend rate by the executive 
committee today. 

Boston was responsible for bear ru- 
mors touching the copper situation, 
and commission houses at that center 
were sellers of the shares. ; 

The listing of American Smelting in 
London was followed by an abrupt 
decline, but with subsequent recov- 
ery. The recent activity in various 
telephone issues at higher prices was 
accounted for today in the tacit ad- 
mission by a large banking interest 
that negotiations are afoot for a con- 
solidation of many independent com- 
panies. No definite announcement re- 
specting thig project is likely pending 
the outcome of the trust decisions at 
Washington. 

The failure of the Bank of England 
to reduce its discount rate was the 
more surprising in view of the exce!l- 
lent showing in its weekly statement, 
its proportion of reserve to liabilities 
increasing from 47.83 to 51.23 per cent, 
sith an tncrease of more than $11.- 
000.000 in the total reserve and almost 
$9,000,900 in gold. The bank bought 
$1,000,000 gold in the open market and 
shipped . $1,375,000 to South America 
and $600,000 to India. The Bank of 
France reduced its loans and discounts 
over $3,000,000 and increased its gold 
holdings by a nominal ‘sum.

Urges Senator Borah in 
Strong Address. 


Borah Says Present System 
Has Been Marked by Bribery 
and Corruption, and a New 
System Is Demanded ---- 32 
States in Favor of Change.

Washington, January 19.—(Special.) 
In one of the most masterly argu- 
ments heard in the senate this session 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, discussed to- 
day the great movement for the popu- 
lar election of United States senators 
and urged the passage of the pending 
resolution for submitting the constitu- 
tional amendment to the states for 
ratification. 

The speech was complete in its dis- 
cussion of the historical and legal 
aspect of the case, delivered in @ man- 
ner of impressive force and abounding 
with eloquent and. patriotic gems of 
thought. 

Alleged Corruption of Legislatures. 

He said the present method of elect- 
ing senators was out of date, archaic 
and behind the times; that the spirit 
of the pregent day demanded a differ- 
ent system, a more libaral plan, a new 
mechanism through which the people 
might register their will. 

The corruption of legislatures was 
pointedly referred to, and the Lorimér 
case citeq as an instance in point. 
There was no case on record up tu 
1872, he said, of a state legisiature 
having been purchased to securfre a seat 
in the senate; but since that date 
there had been ten such cases.

Take Power From Legislatures. 

‘If the people take from the state 
legislatures the right of naming their 
United States senators.” he said, “‘it 
will simply mean that the principal 
has discharged the agent who was in- 
competent.” 

If the combined intelligence of the 
people of a state was not equal to the 
choice of a senator, he said, it was time 
to despair of the republic. 

Thirty-two states have by one means 
or another expressed themselves in fa- 
vor of a change, he said, and closed 
with the statement that congress could 
not do less than give to the people 
the privilege they demanded. 

Senator Clapp followed with a few 
strong sentences along the same line, 
particularly stressing the fact that the 
people wanted this right which they 
had originally delegated to their state 
legislatures, and were entitled to have 
their wishes regarded.

Major Ulm be- 
lieves that the same exemption should 
he extended to the newspaper man as 
to attorneys.

Judge L. S. Jordan promptly over- 
ruled the motion, declaring that had 
the state called Mr. Schenk to testify 
against his wife he would have allow- 
ed the testimony.

This was 
also ruled out. 
Claims of State. 


In presenting the case to the jury 
when the state closed, Mr. Handlan 
declared that the state has shown 
that Schenk was in good health upon 
his return from Europe; that the state 
has shown by competent physicians 
that the husband was suffering from 
both lead and arsenic poison, and that 
analysis of mineral water and medi- 
cines he took contained arsenic and 
sugar of lead: that Mrs. Schenk was 
indifferent to her husband, preferring 
another man, and had predicted his 
death, speaking of the kind of funeral 
he would_hkave; that the accused offer- 
ed a detective-nurse $1,000 to admin- 
ister poison. to John Schenk; that she 
had been indiscreet with another man, 
as testified to by her chauffeur, and 
that she had procured sugar of lead 
from Dr. J. W. Myers, asking him 
also for a form of arsenic. 

“These points had been clearly set 
out.” declared the state’s attorney, and 
upon them the state bases its demand 
for a conviction. 

It was at this point that Attorney 
Boyce made his motion to dismiss the 
case, asserting that the physician's 
testimony was conflicting, some claim- 
ing lead and others arsenic polsoning, 
and that their information was based 
on what Schenk had told them. 


The Defense Opens. 


Mr. O’Brien said in his opening 
statement that all of his evidence will 
be in itn three days, in which case the 
jury will have the case by Monday 
evening. It is practically assured that 
the defendant will take the.stand in 


her own behalf.

General Keifer declared that there 
could be no peace footing on the 
isthmus if the canal were fortified. It 
would be necessary to Keep a war force 
there at all times. 

Hobson's Seary Forecast. 

Mr. Hobson said he could not under- 
stand how any American was willing 
to say that this nation was too weak 
to protect a waterway which was 
wholly an American proposition, and 
which, if neutralized, would lay the 
west coast of both North and South 
America at the mercy of European na- 
tions. 

General Keifer declared that the lat- 
est estimate of $12,000,000 for the forti- 
fication of the canal would not be suffi- 
cient. He asserted that it would cost 
at least $100,000,000 to so fortify the 
canal that it could be held against the 
attack of one of the first-class powers 
of the world. ' 

General Keifer asserted that the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which still is 
in effect, specifically provides for the 
neutralization of the Isthmian water- 
way. 

The importance commercially to the 
United States to the continued use of 
the canal during the time of war, he 
said, should not be overlooked.

Detroit, Mich., January 19.—“Japan 
could seize Seattle, Tacoma, Portland
